March 81, 1!U3, just four years ago 
today, marked tho highest of the great- 
est flood ever known in the Ohio River 
Valley, going over the marks made by 
the famous high water of 1884 by sev- 
eral Inches. The stage of the river at 
that time was 6C.4 feet. 

At that time the only connection 
with East Maysville and the western 
portion of the city, wbb a string of flat 
cars on the L. & N. bridge and even 
then many persons thought that the 
water would go higher and cover those 
also. 

Several hundred homes were in- 
dundated in this city, only four or five 
north of the railroad in the East End 
not having water on the first floor. 
Tlie water had come around the cor- 
ner of flridge and Third streets. The 
Ledger of thai date tells of a promi- 
nent gentleman watering his horse In 
front of the Robinson Cigar Store on 
West Second street. 

Rut the citizens of Maysvllle soon 
recovered from the effects of the flood. 
A general cleaning out was made ne- 
cessary In the flood district and this 
was done immediately. Danger of an 
epidemic was uppermost In the minds 
of the people and the Board of Health 
made strenuous efforts to make con-

OPPORTUNITY FOR NEW AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRY 

All through the corn belt of the North uud the cotton belt of the 
South, the soy beaiiB is growing successfully, yet We ore importing 
soy bean oil in lurge quntitiei from Japan. This situation demon- 
strates the need of a constructive effort to establish a soy bean in- 
dustry in this country that will make us independent of the producer 
across the Pacific. Soy beans paid a duty of 45 cents per bushel 
under Republican law, the oil and cake coming in free. nUder the 
present law the beans and its products are free of duty. 

Northern .Manchuria has been the great center for soy bean cul- 
ture, and of course the labor cost there, compared with that in this 
country is negligible. A large proportion of the crop goes to Japan, 
where it is made into oil cake, oil cake meal, and oil. Here, again, the 
labor cost is at a minimum, with the result that the Japanese can 
eommand the market in these products all over the world. For ex- 
ample, a news item from Seattle, Washington, the other day, said that 
a train of HO cars of Japanese soy bean oil had departed for the east 
for use in soap making. "Imports of soy bean oil through Seattle in 
March will have a value of $2,800,000." Some of the beans go also 
to England, and some to France, where a large oil-crushing plant is 
in operation at Marseilles, and where labor is considerably cheaper 
than it is here. 

In the fiscal year 1913 we imported ] 1,000,000 pounds of oil 
cake, 1,875,000 pounds of which citme from England, 1,000,000 Iron. 
Canada, 3,000,000 from China, and 4.<i7:>.000 from Japan. In 1915, w< 
imported 21,189.000 pounds, of which 8,000,000 came from Japan. 
During the calendar year I91U, we imported 45,000,000 pounds of ibis 
product. Nol .ill of Ibis oil cake was made from the soy bean, but all 
that came from Japan was, and foreign cheap labor had entered into 
its production. 

Competition is soy bean oil has been even stiller. In 1913 W 
imported 112,340,000 pounds; in 1014. 16,360,000 pounds; in 1915, 1!'. 
206,000 pounds. These arc for fiscal years. During the calendar yea' 
1916, just past, our imports of Ibis oil reached the enormous total "I 
145,409.000 pounds. The price of animal oils and fats have becomi 
so high that soap makers are using soy bean oil. and there being no 
tariff duty to encourage the crushing of the bean in this country, 
Japan reaps the largest share of l be benefit. 

Southern eotton-seed crushers have declared: "If soy bean? 
could be brought in duty tin . they could be used to prolong the op 
crating season of the crushing mills and refineries. The oil made from 
them is becoming a large factor of raw material for soap making. 
There is no reason why there should be a duty on the beans since thi 
oil crushed therefrom in Kngland and on the Cintient is admittet 
free." 

And there was no reason for the duty on the bean unless i 
could be grown here, which lias been tested on! li> our satisfaction 
Failure to place the oil and the cake on the dutiable list was an error 
in the Republican law; such action by the free trade Democrats waf 
to be expected. 

The next tariff law will be drafted by Uepublieans, and it wil 
be an Ail-American bill; hence soy bean oil makers will gel the pro 
tection to which they are entitled in older to meet Japanese com 
petition, and American farmers will be encouraged to raise largei 
quantities of a product which gives fair promise of creating a new 
industry in the United States. 

A DOMESTIC DANGER 

Germans and pro-Germans living in the United Stales may find 
a lesson and a warning in the successful prosecution of conspirators 
against and violators of our neutrality. If our secret service officers 
with the aid of the secret service men of Great Britain, France ami 
Canada, have been able to find out so much, it may be presumed that 
they know a good deal more. Persons engaged in [dots against th< 
United States are in great peril. The net has not been drawn by tin 
Department of Justice and will not be until Congress acts. 

Internal outbreaks of violence would bail to a serious curtail 
incnt of the liberty of alien malcontents. So much about German 
violations of our neutrality has been disclosed thai those who have 
come from countries with which we are or shall be at war should b( 
very circumspect in their conduct. Unfortunately, some foreign Ian 
guage newspapers are maintaining an anti-American attitude. Tin 
defiant tone of a German paper printed in Detroit is an invitation \>< 
the lightning to strike. Those who are not loyal to the United States 
in thought and word and deed must how to the inevitable and avoid 
giving cause for action to the police. A few hotheaded fools can pre. 
cipitate a condition that would force the Federal government to in 
tern all German and AuBtro-Hiingarian aliens in this country and I" 
prace thousands of their sympathisers in jail. This would be la 
mmentablc, but a few German language newspapers and loose-mouth 
ed agitators can bring it to pass.— New York Commercial. 
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THE SPY BILL 

The country needs to keep its eyes open and the only way that it 
can observe the shortcomings of the secretaries of war and navy 
and urge them to proper preparations is trhough an unceusored oi 
only slightly censored press. 

England .suffered one loss after another whe nthe great war be 
gan because the censorship forbade the English press to disclose to the 
citizenry the weakness of administration and the muddling of the peo- 
ple's affairs. There should be no repetition of those disasters in this 
country. A final reason why a close censorship is unnecessary is 
that the possible Teutonic enemies already have in their possession 
far more detailed and far more valuable information concerning what 
little military power this nation possesses than the Common run of its 

own citizens. Every fort. ship, troop. gHrrison and arsenal long sii 

has been mapped and card indexed. Nothing could happen in tin' 
way of preparations within the next year or more which the secret 
agents of those powers have not already anticipated.- South Bend 
Tribune. 

In reviewing all the time-consuming maneuvers of the last days 
of Congress, it will not do lose sight of the fact that the Democrat* 
used up four days in debating the ob o amendment to the revenue bill 
the effect of which would hsve been to deprive the farmer of the pro 
teetiou which genuine butter now has against its imitator.

PLANS FOR INCREASE OF ARMED 
FORCES OF NATION VAPPEII 
01T IX CONFERENCE 

Washington, Maroli i\>— Plans to 
forward furt her preparedness meas- 
ures for the army today began to as- 
mnfe definite form. 

How an increased armed force may 
lie promptly secured for the present 
imergenoy as well as universal train- 
ing as a notional policy were discuss- 
•ii by President Wilson with Senator 
Chamberlain, of Oregon, chairman of 
the Senate Military Committee. At 
ihr same time Secretary Raker and 
administration leaders in Congress 

sonsldered legislation needed Imme- 
diately tor the military establish- 
ment. 

Senator Chamberlain told the Presi- 
dent thai he believed the executive 
now has authority without further 
action by Congress to raise al once 
in arm) of more than 700,000 by 
Increasing the regular army to war 
jtrcngth ami calling out all of the 
national guard, at war strength, with 
o-operation from state executives. 

Entire Situation Discussed 
There was no Intimation that the 
President was considering such a 
itep iimi ediotely, but the whole field 
'f measures necessary to secure a 
larger force was discussed. 

1'ir present needs, the War Dc- 
artment, Secretary linker said, has 
lecided to submit to Congress a hud- 
■ i < el lining virtually the same 
revision's as the regular army ap- 
v. p Intlon bills, which failed at the 
'SSt sosdon. 

Estimates for the expense in eon- 
motion with an enlarged army for 
in emergency activity will be pre- 
'nted later. This derision coincides 
villi the House plan to re-enact the 
appropriation hill without change and 
tend It at once to the Senate. 

Senator Chamberlain also agreed 
•o expedite the bill in the Senate. 
To this end he said ho would not 
tgaln offer his universal training bill 
:is a rider if it would delay prompt 
lotion on the supply measure. 

Tin' conference between the Pros 
dent and Senator Chamberlain at the 
niter's request, was primarily to dis- 
•uss the Senator's universal training 
plan. He asked the President to en- 
force the general principles of com- 
pulsory training in his forthcoming 
message to CongroBB. The President, 
it was said, gave no indication of his 
probable course. Ho was said to fa- 
vor some plan for providing military 
irainiii!! but was non-committal re- 
garding the Chamberlain plan, to 
Which he is understood to have some 
objections.
